A’MAZING SPACE 

Going in search of uncharted urban wilderness.

5 bigdties go, Philadelphia doesn't rank too badly for 
offering quick escapes into greenery Fairmount Park, the 
Wissahickon Valley. Pennypack Park, Tacony Creek — all 
nice andnearby i^aces for a little hike. But they're never quite 
enough.aretbq'yWandertheWissahkkonafewtimes.perambu- 
laiEf^nnypackenDu^anditfshanlnottD&el that you Ve.weD, 
seen what there is to see. The sensation of solitude begins to &de; 
you see the stuff of Terreation, yes — but not adventure. 

Slowly, that saise of escape begins to seem like an illusion after alL 
But Sidney Goldstein has spent two decades making it real. Ite 
andthe group be leads viameetup.com — Hiking Around Philly 
(hikingaioundphilly.cQm), with members known asPeariess Lost 
Explorere.or'Fleas’ for short — don't just hike Philly’s forested 
regions. “We expltire." he emphasizes. 

The 60-odd-year-okl Goldstein has hiked, waded and bu^wocked 
his way off the beaten path and into the city’s secret, Ibigotten places. 
His stories have an almost fairy-tale -like tone of mysteiy and won- 
der. Once, after veering off the Schuylkill RiverTrail.heandhis 
graupcame upon a lone sycamore, centuries old, buried miles inside 
the woods. Then they ran into some oxen. Then a forgotten graveyard. 

There’s a certain hill in the Wissuhickon where if you get halfway 
up and look at the creek, it looks Hke it’s going into the sky. It’s an 


c^tical illuaon — real^ spectacular.’he mentions offhandedly, Tve 
been to places in Canada where you drire a hundred miles to see 
some river that looks like it’s going up a hill.' 

Mention amundane-seemingspotin the city — a park, say 
— and Goldstein will describe it backtoyouasa portal to the 
unknown.Ambling around the Belmont Plateau one time, for 
example, Goldstein and his crew decided to bushwhadi off-trail. 

“And there was thisclearpath, and the path wait on and on and 
on, zigzagging, almost in circles, in loops. It was like, my God, where 
in the world are weT'herecalls.'WefinuDy had to bushwhack our 
way out. 1 call it the Belmont Plateau maze.’

Goldstein leads organized hikes as often as five times a week, in- 
chidinga lunch hike’ on Wednesdays and a'bninch hike’ on Fridays, 
and holds a weekly “twilight hike’on'Thursdays, followed by “jazz or 
amovie’athisplaceinCl'iestnutHill. His 1.000-membergroup held 
more than 200 events in the past year. He still has nM, he insists, 
run out ofnew places to explore. “There's an area on the other side of 
Lincoln Drive from the entrance to the Wissahickon,’ he said recently. 
Tve started to explore those trails — there's a whole in there.’

‘Which prison?" says Craig Melidosian, when asked what he thinks 
of a proposed developnent on Cobbs Creek Parkway. “Isn't it cra^ 
that I have to ask wfakh prison?”

The hist time around, th^ 
were unsuccessful: Following daya of protests, the Zoning Board 
lecentlygavethe go-ahead for what developers and supporters have 
dubbed a “day reporting center" — an alternative to )all that would 
provide services (and sometimes beds) to nonviolent offenders, but 
which opposing neighbors call a “prison" — at 62nd Street and 
GraysAvenue [News, “Go Directly to Jail," Holly Otterbein, Feb. 17). 

Supportcis argue that a day reporting center would save the city 
money and reduce its recidivism rates. CouncllwomanJannIe 
Blackwell chunipion(.-d the project, to the chagrin of some neigh- 
bors, who say that die never bothered to mentionit to them. 

Then, on March 9, the same nei^bots hned up at a Zoning Board 
hearing to oppose a proposed “^irivate and public penal institute” 
on Cobbs Creek Parkway. Neighbors say the developers. Liberty 
Management Services. reT an w l to the project aa a halfway house 
that would aid ez-ciaia &om the neighborhood. They see it <£& rantly 

“Why would you put a private prison on a commeroial corridor 
that you’re struggling to rebuild?' asks Melidosian. 

BlackweU. th^ say. never infin-med them of this project either. 
She counters. ■‘We didn't know.. ..7>iey didn’t tel anybody."

Council seat in the Democratic primaiy. spoke out against the 
Cobbs Oeek Parkway proposal. Then last week. Liberty Manage- 
ment withdrew its Zoning Board appbeation. 

Tbe neighbors claimed victory, but they see the two incidents as 
an indicatianofBlackweirs“poor public relations” sklls.as 
Melidosian puts it. Had neighbors been kept in the loop, they might 
have reacted diff'erently to the two proposals — which were not, he 
admits, without merit — “ffyou don't inform us. " says Melidosian, 
“we^goingto assume eomething auspiCfOtm is going cm.”

+ THERE’S NOA’COUNTING 

Cii^ftiperdoesn’twnnttoreportoncrime at SugarHouse twice in 
one mondi. We pinky sweer. But we’ve found — yet again — diat 
statistics provided by the dty and media dont add up. 

It all began last November, when the Inquirer reported dial diere 
had been three crimes atthecasino since its opening two months 
earlier. But CP found 22 reports oferime died with Philadelphia 
Police. Then, after Planning Commission chairman Alan Green- 
bergertold a House committee in February, 'Hliere hove been no 
aerloua [erkne] Issues at all [at] the SugarHouse Casino,” we 
found 20 more reports of crime since opening day — and that police 
had been called there a total of 147 times. 

And that’s not the end of it. CP reeaitly pbwed through statis- 
tiis compiled by state police, who patrol the casino's aiterior, 
and found an additional 12S reports of aame, from drug possession 
to forgery, bringing the grand total to 170. 

“Most of that is ...not violent oime," counters 2&th District Captain 
Mkhael Cram. “Bemember, thatbuaness 24 hou-sa day."

what they had. Kimberly set up two chairs in tho 
back where she and a partner cut hair: Dave sold 
repurposed lumishinjta in the front. And, like a 
pile of chopped-ofTlocks, they brushed aside a 
standard business model for a plan generated 
from simple concepts like community building, 
variatiaD and acceptance. "Tart of being a space 
that's built around nonjudgment is one that's cen- 
tered around change," says Kimberly. The space 
is constantly changing to help icustoraersj feel 
comfortaUe with the reality that tliere's one given 
thing: change." That’s how the name American 
Mortals came about, they say, from the idea that 
we should embrace consistent transformation. 

As hippy-dippy as they admit their theory 
sounds, it struck a chord in the local style com- 
munity After five years, they phased out the furni- 
ture element of the business to focus on the horde 
of clientele lining up to get their hair dona. This 
buddmg customer base menntnddlngmore chairs, 
and more chairs meant hiring new stylists, and 
suddenly Kimberly and Dave found themselves 
running a highly trafficked, profitable mecca of 
Philadelphia style. 


When you stroll 
into Ainencan Mortals (AMMO for insiders), it 
may seem like any other hipper-than-thou urban 
salon. All the usual olomonts arc there: an at- 
tractive receptionist , a lounge full of style mags, 
the bum of blow dryers over juicy salon chatter. 
But if you take a second tv peer over your while- 
yuu-wait Cosme.youll discover the space is more 
than a haven ofsnipping scissors and pomade. It's 
a concept salon embracing transformation and 
flexibibty — for itself and for its clients. 

When they opened shop in 2001, husband and 
wife Dave and Kimberly Bond didn’t have a busi- 
ness-minded bone in their bodies. She was an 
inspired glamour girl working at a local salon, 
he a musician and artist with a pa-ssion for refur- 
bishing Modem-era furniture. Their interest in 
collaborating in a business that allowed them 
to merge their individual talents, however, gave 
them the courage to jump into the giant-win- 
dow-laden space at Eighth and Walnut, lioping 
something would eventusilly catch on. 

Without the help of a business guide, they put 
their heads together and began by working with 



Now 10 years in, the Bonds have a firmer grasp 
onwhatitmeanstoowntheirownbusiness — and 
the/re ready to have a b ttle fun with it . They took 
over the lease of the neighboring, now-deftinct 
Grasshopper boutique, doubling their space to 
2,000 square feet. Now the stylist stations, con- 
structed from repurposed shutters, inhabit the 
new arca.creatingroom fora retail element in the 
other section. "It's like a full-circle moment,'’ says 
Davo.who’s pumped to begin selling merchandise 
like curated gifts and objects, clotlting, books and 
American Mortals-brand shampoo, conditioner 
and body lotion 

Also, haricening back to thoir fondness for change, 
Kimberly and Dave plan to redo the salon's setup 
fourtimes a year. Every season, their 11 stybsts 
will rotate to a dilTcrenl location, and tho lounge 
will be redecorated with artwork made by local 
creatives. They’re also considering weekly movie 
nights andaseries of monthly beauty classes and 
tnmkshows to showcase Philly-made garments 
and accessories. “We want to expose people to dif- 
ferent things." says Kimberly, "which goes back to 
the whole community thing." 

But art and concepts aside, the real draw will 
inevitably be the salon. Manning the scissors is 
a sartorially astute ‘family' of slylists who, Dave 
says, keep their clients satisfied by transcending 
what’s merely trendy. “A trend is just something 
other people are doing," says Dave. "We like our 
stylists to be knowledgeable about wliat’s happen- 
ing in pop culture without copying it." Kor them, 
it’s about versatility and sticking witli cost-effec- 
tive, multiple looks that give you more bang for 
your buck. Instead of opting for an extreme cut, 
he says, focus on looks that can bo worked with, 
incorporating subtle changes to stand out. For 
women, now-trendy 1970s styles and short bobs 
can become starker with clip-on feather extensions 
orasoftbraidacrossthefront.Men can’t go wrong 
with classic, Long-on-top, short-on-tbe-sides cuts 
that can be disheveled when the time is right. 

In the end, thou^ it doesn't matter if you’re rock- 
ing ahead full oflocks ora single proud sprig — it’s 
all about working with what you’ve got, which, 
according to Dave, isn’t something people should 
fret about.

W hen she moved to Pliiladelphia from 
California in 2007, Liz Fullerton put 
a handful of just- written country-folk 
songs on the back burner. Her mission at the 
time was poles apart from that style, sonically 
— she came to town to collaborate with Stoupe 
the Enemy of Mankind (nde Kevin Baldwin) on 
Dutch, the suave trip-hop revival project that 
debuted last year with A Bright Cold Day . Where 
that album had avibrant cosmopolitan vibe, 
Fullertoria solo songwriting is more loose and lan- 
guid, leaning toward the classic Nashville sounds 
of Kitty Wells and Patsy Cline. On her latest out- 
ing — the self-released Honey Worts, which is also 
what she and her band are calling thcmsclvos — 
Fullerton gets to revisit that earlier body of work 
with stellar results. The lyrics ruminate on lust, 
heartbreak and whiskey to the smart backings 
of guitar virtuoso Carl Cheeseman, pedal steel 
whiz Andy Keenan, keyboardist Matt Landis and 
drummer Gary Lebiedzinski Producer/hassist 
Jeff Hiatt gave the recording a drifty, hazy, spacey 
ambience — listening to this album is like dream- 
ing about the country. Fullerton and I talked over 
email about the record and its release. 

City Paper: What attracts you to Nashville-style 
songwnling? 

Liz Fullerton: There is so much soul and longing 
in that old sound. It has always felt familiar for 
me, and is something I have gravitated toward 
since Tve been writing music. Where sometimes 
folk songs can be winding and verbose and wander 
on, country says it pretty straight, and eliminates 
too much overwriting but still rips your heart out. 

I never hoard the Nashville in my own stylo until 
recording this album. Especially in the song "No 
Promises," everyone just kind of fell into this lazy 
country feel on that tunc. 

CP: How did the ambience of the album evolve? 
LF: Two words: JeffHiatt. He produced the 


album atTurtle Studios. I leave 
a lot of open space in my songs, 
and JefTs abiUty to allow for 
and texture that openness gave 
the album a dclinitivc vibe. Wc 
pulled together some all-star 
players who are so intuitive and 
intelligent . While Jeff guided 
their arrangement, he really 
allowed them to find their own 
voice in the songs, creating a 
very magical collaboration. 

CP: How did you connect with 

LF: Carl and 1 met several years 
ago through a friend and fel- 
low musician, Joshua Britton 
of Sweetheart Parade and 
Psalmships. Carl heard a homo 
recording we had made of the 
song "Not Like My Heart" and 
recorded a response part on lop 
steel, an incredibly beautiful 
and haunting response. We have 
played and collaborated tc^ ether 
ever since. Matt Landis had been 
recording his album Emotional 
Alchemy atTurtle. ... Jeff pro- 
duced Matt’s record, as weU. Jeff

I n north-of-Rome drcles, Sidlygets about as much respect as 
the Nationals dofrom the Phillies. Butfor centuries, the island 
was at the crossroads oftheworid. 

Yeah.itsportscarried the BlackDeath into 
mainland Eurt^je — perhaps that’s why the ' Woieort 

northerners are sudi haters? — but trading ves- K CltyPSjBrilE! 
sels also returned horn the Eastwith the exotic 
spices that made imperial Roman bacc h anals 
the place to be on B.C. Saturday nights. Sidiy’s strategic location 
also made it vulnerable to conquest, and there was nary a tribe in 
the MiddleAges that didn't get it in. At least the Arabs sent roses,

You don’t want to fight 
me for the last quivering 
bite of panna cotta. 

beginning as any of the excellent antipasti: Gg- and cous- 
cous-slufTcd squid; scallops over more couscous, this time 
accented with almonds and dates; one saffron-scented 
arancia (rice ball) filled with luscious short-rib ragu and 
molten caciocavnllo. Traditionally, peas stud the ball's 
interior, but Messina brings them out in a spring-green 
puree whose earnest sweetness is stuck in my head. 

^se waiter, you were right to warn me against a second 
basket afbread. But I didn't listen, and consequently, half 
of the falsomagro (tender rib-eye cutlets layered with 
caeiocavallo, sweet sopressata, salty, nutty anchovy butter 
and a fried egg) and cavaho Gnto (lean, thin-sliced lamb 
loin punched up with spicy, lemony tomatofgreen olive gre- 
molata) fallowed me home in a doggy bag. On another visit 
I controlled myself, leaving plenty of energy to devour the 
creamy duck leg canGt lacquered with orange marmalade 
and hazelnuts — an Italian take on duck a I’orange, indica- 
tive of the cooking an ISlh-contuiyMonsu, or French- 
trained Sicilian chef, might prepare fer nebilily. 

Although Monsti doos not o9cr the tuhsta tasting menu 
“97 percent" of diners order at McAndrcws' Modo Mio, 
Messina can slip in any pasta as a primo between app and 
enlrde. At half the size and half tbc price of an enlrdc, I 
recommend this — imless you're splurging on the power- 
ful pork osso buco, so virtuous youH want to reserve every 
taste bud for its marsala-braised-and-glazed glory. 

Pasta is where youll find that wild lasagna quilted 
witli cinnamon, cocoa, sausage and sultanas. Dark and 
mysterious, it was as weak-in-the-knees delicious as the 
buttemut/marshmallow lasagna I had at Modo Mio a 
year ago and still think about. Other worthy candidates 
include hcotta gnocchi under a storm of crushed pista- 
chios, and lazy curls of fusilli tossed in pesto Trapanese, 
a rich (yet bright) toasted almond, citrus zest and tomato 
blend traditional to Trapani on Sicily’s western tip. Gooey 
deposits of mozzarella in iho sultry hgaloni with fatty, 
oil-sUckod tuns reminded me of the chccsc pockets my 
brother and I would fight over in my grandmom’s baked 
macaroni. I won then and I won now. 

You don’t want to fight me for the last quivering bite of 
almond pnnna cotta, either You will lose. Messina makes 
all the desserts, straightforward sweets whose strengths 
are purity of Savor and exacting execution. The carrot/wal- 
nut cake with a dollop of tangy creme fraiche-leavened 
Nutella was especially moist, and the cassata cheesecake 
exceptionally fluffy. Fans of the savory arancia will enjoy 
the sweet one, a solid ball of rice pudding coated in almond- 
brittle “breadcrumbs" and served over creme anglaise. 

Tlie panna cotta was the most capturing, though, that 
sweet nut flavor developed with housemade almond milk 
and almond extract anointed so sparingly I wouldn't be 
surprised if Messina used an eyedropper. Versions oftliis 
“cooked cream" dessert are found all over the boot, but 
only in Sicily might it arrive with more of that prickly 
pear purbe — a stark, singing reminder of just where 
we're eating. Thu res t of Italy, and the rust of Philly’s 
Italian restaurants, should probably watch their backs.
